A strategic base, to paraphrase 
the Army-Navy definition, is one 
that is necessary to the safety of 
the nation and one that will pro- 
tect that nation in case of war or 
foreign aggression Which is logi- 
cal, if there are to be more wars. 
However, the main theme of the 
peace organizations now function- 
ing is that there can not be. must 
not be. and shall not be further 
wars. The present United Nations 
organization is working toward that 
idea, as did the Bretton Woods 
committee, the San Francisco con- 
ferees, and the Dumbarton Oaks 
committee War has been outlawed 
and the world must operate from 
now on without further aggressive 
action.

ON THE VARSITY: 

Dr. Lehre Livingston Dantzler. 
head of the Department of Eng- 
lish, has the distinction of being one 
of the two white-headed professors 
on the campus, sharing honors with 
Dean Graham of the College of 
Engineering. 

Dr. Dantzler received his AB de- 
gree at Wofford college, located in 
his home state. South Carolina 
Later he attended Vanderbilt uni- 
versity until he received his mas- 
ter's degree. From there, he Jour- 
neyed to Europe to study at Leipzig 
university in Germany for his doc- 
tor's degree. He wrote a thesis en- 
titled "The Abletive Absolute in 
Anglo-Saxon.'' and immediately on 
submitting it. he was informed that 
someone had already written on 
thtt subject, thus making his work 
ineligible. 

In 1912. Dr. Dantzler came to UK 
as a professor of English. At that 
time he prognosticated the oncom- 
ing World War I. and to this day 
believes that to be his greatest pre- 
diction. 

In 1916, the white-haired pro- 
fe>sor became head of the English 
department, and in 1932 he received 
his doctor's degree at Wofford 
college. 

Dr. Dantzler has appeared in a 
number of Guignol plays, including 
•First Lady.'' "You Cant Take It 
With You." and "Arms and the

lection of books. Dr Dantzler has 
a number of first editions, including 
a volume of Edna St. Vincent Milay. 
Robert Browning, and Thomas Tus- 
sell.

A reunion a year after the date 
of victory is scheduled to mark the 
end of publication of the "Sigma 
News.' wartime paper of the Sigma 
Nu fraternity. 

Prom the time in 1942 when the 
brothers first started going off to 
war. this mimeographed paper has 
kept them posted on addresses, and 
awar? of the adventures of other 
Sigma Nu's. Letters from all over 
the world. 1.400 of them, have been 
received by Mrs. W. C. Drury. for- 
mer Sigma Nu housemother, and 
"editor" of the paper Parents, 
friends, and even perfect strangers 
have sent in bits of news, and 
mothers of Sigma Nus killed in ac- 
tion have sent massages to the pa- 
per. 

It all began with Mrs. Drury's 
suggestion that the boys left in the 
house on the corner of Euclid, 
write to the fellows who had gone 
into the service. "Mom." as she is 
fondly called, says that the idea 
didn't go over so big at first, but 
by pushing, she got out the first is- 



sue of the Sigma News. Then the 
organization volunteered to pay 
for having the paper mimeographed 
and mailed if she would write it . By 
the time the house was closed in 
March of 1943. the paper was well 
established. There were as many as 
100 to 125 on the mailing list.

to continue the paper until the big 
frat reunion on the first anniver- 
sary of victory day. However, since 
all the Sigma Nus may not be back 
by then, the reunion may be shortly 
after August 14. Then, having lived 
a useful life the Sigma News will 
be packed away with the 1.400 let- 
ters, and the army and navy uni- 
forms as part of the history of 
World War II.
